Murdered Hour After Breakfast. 


The evidence throws considerable — 
light on the much mooted question of 
the exact time of the murder. 

Dr. Harris exhibited on the 
small bottle in which were particles 
of undigested cabbage, which he de-. 
clared he had removed from the girl's 
stomach. He declared that the ecab- 
bage could not have remained in that 
state of preservation longer than one 
hour at the outside while the girl 
was alive. 

Dr. Harris stated that the nature 
of the wound on ‘the back of Mary | 
Phagan’s head seemed to Indicate that : 
she had been struck an upward blow. 
The blow on the eye, he said, looked i 
as if it had been inflicted by a per- 
son's fist. 

Dr. Harris was unable to testify pos- 
itively as to whether Mary Phagan had 
been outraged or not, although he said | 
there were indications that such was 
the case, 

Dr. Harris’ testimony had to be dis- 
continued within a few minutes after 
he took the stand, when he was at- 
tacked by a fainting spell as the re- 
sult of recent illness. His testimony 
will be resumed as soon as his physi- 
cal condition will permit. 

Says Frank Didn’t Eat. 


The testimony of N. V. Darley, as- 
sistant superintendent of the pencil 
factory, who followed on the gtand, 
was to the effect that Frank was very 
nervous on the morning following the 
murder, but On  cross-examination 
Darley also testified that he had on 
two other occasions seen Frank equal- 
ly as nervous.

Bartow 
Cantrell entered a plea of guilty, but 
later withdrew it and stood trial. Both 
brothers were found guilty without a 
recommendation for mercy.

TETANUS PROVING 


FATAL IN ATLANTA

Twelve Cases During the Last 
Week, Four Victims Dying, 
Have Been Reported to the 
City Health Board. 


Twelve cases of tatanus, four of 
which proved fatal during the past 
week, have been brought to the at- 
tention of the city health board. 

Tetanus, commonly known as lock- 
jaw, is particularly dangerous among 
children, according to physicians, and 
warnings to mothers to keep their 
children well shod, are being issued by 
physicians. 
! Dr. Claude A. Smith, city bacteri- 
} ologist, stated Saturday that he con- 
\ sidered it unusual at this time of the 
| year for so many cases to make their 
‘appearance at one time. The malady 
iis chiefly caused by cuts in the feet, 
|'He says that the greatest danger lies 
‘in punctures caused by rusted nails. 
‘In a majority of the cases the 
| wounds are allowed to heal while the 
| tissues are infected with the tetanus 
/genm, and nine cases out of ten prove 
| fatal.

See that the little ones are well shod. 

Examine the feet every night. and 
morning. 

When the child complains of a cut 
|or puncture or wound of any kind, call 
‘in a physician and have the afflicted

It 
will be absolutely safe in every re- 
spect. The big drivers, to whom plans 
and specifications have been gsubD- 
mitted, pronounce it absolutely safe 
and express their willingnes to race 
on it.

Jack Prince and Frank Weldon are 
the prime movers in the new track, 
and they have received 
co-operation of the Atlanta Automobile 
and Accessory association in the work- 
ing out of their plans This association 
hag pledged its support for the race 
meets.

lease of the private properties that ad- 
join the city’s property and which will 
have to be taken in to make the re- 
quired acreage.

The stretches on the new track will 
be at an agile greater than the highest 
banked. turns of the race track at 
Hapeville. 

At all times during the race the big 
cars will be right on the oenter of 
their tires. This will relieve the strain 
on tires and driver that has been at- 
tendant at the local speedway, and 
which ig the case at Indianapolis every 
time they race there.

And the Principal Contributing Factor—The Two-Speed Direct Drive Axle—Is Here Described In Detail 


‘ 


In this new axle the Cadillac Company once more gives evidence of its leadership\in motor 
ear development and motor car progress. 

The advantages of this axle do not lie in fits being particularly an improvement so far as 
its functions as an axle are concerned, but rather in the manifold advantages attained in other 
directions through the medium of the axle. 

In place of the single bevel pinion and single bevel driving gear common to ordinary con- 
struction, there are two bevel pinions and two bevel driving gears. This affords two different 
gear ratios, each driving direct from the engine to the axle without intermediate gearing. 

The usual single direct gear ratios range from about 3.5 to 1 down to 4 to 1 according to the 
‘ar. Any single gear ratio is necessarily what it is because a single gear ratio must be, or should 
be, the particular one which is best adapted for all around genera] use. 

No one single gear ratio can possibly be just right for all speeds and for all conditions. 
But by using two direct gear ratios we have exactly doubled the means for promoting the 
economical and efficient application of power developed by the engine to the driving of the car, 
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In the new Cadillac axle we have, as before stated, two direct-drive gear ratios. The low 
direct drive gear, which is 3.66 to 1, is especially adapted for city driving, where starting, stop- 
ping and slowing down are frequent and where cautious operation is necessary. 

The high direct drive gear ratio, which is 2.5 to 1, is of. Special advantage where speeds 
of about 16 miles or more per hour are permissible and desirable. 

The change from one gear ratio to the other is made by means of a simple, conve@ient 
electric switch. 

The advantages of the high direct drive gear ratio lie primarily in the fact that with it, 
any Biven speed of the engine produces an increase of about 42 per cent in the speed of the 
car. For example: at an engine speed of 700 revolutions per minute, with the low direct 
gear engaged, the car will travel approximately 21 miles per hour; while on the high direct 
gear it will travel approximately 30 miles per hour with no increase in engine speed. 

This great increase in car speed tn its relation to engine speed accomplishes a number of 
desirable things. Among these is a decrease in gasoline consumption for a given mileage. 
This is due to the fact that with the engine turning over slowly——comparatively speaking—a 
given quantity of gas is utilized to greater advantage and generates more actual power than 
with the engine turning over more rapidly. Friction also is materially reduced by reason 
of the parts operating more slowly and this, too, is a factor in reducing gasoline consumption 
when driving on the high gear. 

Another great advantage is that with this direct drive high gear ratio, there is obtained 
an extraordinarily luxurious smoothness in running, together with a marked quietness and a 
comparative freedom from the vibration which to a greater or less extent, is ever present 
when traveling at high speed with a low gear ratio. a 


In attaining these much desired qualities, instead of adding complications to the 
power plant which make for greater fuel consumption and for greater upkeep ex- 
pense, they have been attained by methods which are strikingly the reverse, viz., by 
methods which lessen the fuel consumption, methods which decrease friction with its 
resulting wear and methods which make for longer life, together with an appreciable 
decrease in the cost of operation and maintenance.

Washington, August 2.—In an effort 
to hasten the progress of the tariff 
bill, leaders on both sides in the sen- 
ate determined today to support a 
movement to have the sessions begin 
mext week at 11 a. m. instead of at 
noon. The senate will sit seven hours 
a day under this arrangement, and 
the leaders hope the extra hour will 
serve to get many campaign speeches 
out of the way. 

The earthenware schedule finally 
was completed today after an amend- 
ment by Senator Jones to put a coun- 
tervaniling duty on lime was voted 
down. Senators Borah and Gronna 
voted with the democrats. The entire 
metal schedule temporarily was laid 
aside because Senators Penrose and 
Oliver, who are especially interested 
in it, were out of town. The sugar 
schedule also was passed over. Both 
will be taken up next week. 

Senator Walsh made the princ!pal 
speech of the day in favor of the bill. 
He supported the free wool and free 
sugar provisions, although in the 
caucus last month he had vigorously 
opposed free wool. 

Senator Walsh declared that 
wool, sugar, flax and other interests 
of his state would not be ruined, 
predicted by Republican senators. 

“Sympathy over the deplorable 
plight of the sheep growers is alto- 
gether gratuitous,” declared 
Walsh.

Give 
him a law which will prevent the frau- 
Gulent dealer from imposing upon the 
public by palming off as a pure wool 
fabric of original manufacture from 
the long fiber, goods that are largely 
cotton or the product of renovated 
rags, shoddy or other waste.

Ex-Gov. Brito, of Mexico, Is 
Arrested by U. S. Officials 
at New Orleans—Admits 
Killing Huerta Officers. 


New Orleans, August 2.—Castille 
Brito, former governor of the Mexi- 
can state of Campeche, was arrested 
here today by federal authorities and 
held without bail on a charge of mur- 
der and robbery, preferred by the ar- 
resting Mexican authorities. 

The arrest has caused 
citement in New Orleans revolutionary 
circles, including not only the repre- 
sentatives of various Mexican factions, 
but all classes of Central Americans 
who make their headquarters in this 
city. 

Admits Killing Two Men. 

Brito admits he killed two represen- 
tatives of Huerta, who he says wer® 
endeavoring to arrest him illegally 
during the Madero revolution. He says 
it was a time for war, however, and 
that he should not be called to ac- 
count for his act. 

The former Mexican governor's ar- 
rest came close upon the heels of 
charges of blackmail which resulted 
late last night in the arrest of two 
United States departmént of justice 
agents in this city, who were taken 
into custody along with the self-styled 
of the Carranza revol- 
utionists now holding sway the 
Mexican northern states. It was 
charged R. G. Matthews and J. Ia 
Mott accepted $500 in marked bills 
from Brito to protect him from ar-

Washington, August 2.—The arrest in 
New Orleans today of former Gover- 
nor Brito of Campechi, Mexico, was 
the result of a request by the Huerta 
government, through the Mexican em- 
bassy here, for his extradition as 
fugitive from justice charged with 
murder and robbery. Immediately 
on receipt of the request the state de- 
asked Attorney General Mc- 
order Brito’s detention 
pending the arrival from Mexico of 
the necessary requistion and warrant 
to justify extradition. 

Roth of the alleged offenses are ex- 
traditable but Mexico must submit 
within forty days evidence of criminal- 
ity and prove that the acts were not 
political crimes.

It is groundless assumption that

In 1902 shares in the New York, 
New iIfaven and Hartford Railroad 
sold at 200. This was known as stand- 
ard railroad stock. The road. extends 
from New York to Boston, connecting 
the two largest cities in the east. It 
travels the states of New York, Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island and Massachu- 
Setts; passing through many large 
cities and through the manufacturing 
district of New England. New Haven 
Stock was described as gilt-edge; it 
Was the Kind that benevolent bank 
with side whiskers, would 
advise school teachers to buy. In 1902 
this stock sold at 200. In that same 
year Martin Amorous bought the cor- 
ner of Mitchell and Forsyth streets 
at $30,000.

Right at this point the two stories 
begin to diverge. It is doubtful] if the 
New Haven road was managed as the 
stockholders wished.

Are Engraved and Sent 
From Oregon to Georgia 


All the way from Portland, Ore., a 


[came yesterday to General Andrew J. 
West, who was Georgia’s represent- 
ative on the Gettysburg commiygsion. 

The resolutions had been passed at 
a meeting on the field of Gettysburg, 
on July 2, at which General West pre- 
sided, and they were sent to him by 
Colonel Lewis C. Garrigus, commis- 
sioner from Oregon, who was the man 
who introduced the resolutions. 

“Resolved, by the ex-confederates at 
Cettysburg assembled,” read the reso 
lutions, “that our thanks are due and 
are hereby tendered to the state of 
for initiating the move- 
ment which has made it possible for 
the survivors of the two great armies 
which fought on this tllustrious fleld 
fifty years ago, to meet in friendship 
here today and plant a monument to 
neace—a monument that shall stand 
as the symbol of American valor, man- 
hood and brotherhood. 

“Resolved, Thats we take pride 
the fact that to the armies of the con 
federacy is due the credit of demon- 
strating the utter Impossibility of the 
dismemberment of the union. When 
we consider that 600,000 men, the verv 
flower of chivalry, as good materia! 
as was ever organized into a fighting 
force, directed by such commanders 
as oursrevered Robert E. Lee and his 
lieutegants, and inspired by a sectional 
devotion such as has not elsewhere 
been Known in history, failed to sep- 
arate the states—we see that the 
demonstration was complete, that the 
thing could not have been done.” 

The other sections of the resolutions 
extend thanks to the United States 
government for its co-operation — 
Pennsylvania, and to Major J. E. No 
moyle, of the United States quarter- 
master’s department, “who so admir- 
ably carried out the government's 
provisions for caring for those who 
might participate in this great peace 
reunion.”

THE UNCONSCIOUS FIREBUG. 


How many millions of dollars worth of 
property go up in smoke and how many 
lives are sacrificed each year in this coun- 
try to the amateur incendiary? The Nash- 
ville Tennessean refers, for instance, to two 
of the recent horrors, the Binghamton 
and Triangle building fires, to the cigarette 
fiends. It appears that careless smokers 
of these little articles tossed butts into 
inflammable matter. Holocausts that cost 
many lives were the results. Our contem- 
porary wants to know if something can’t 
be done to reach and deter people like this. 

Any measure aimed at discouraging 
the amateur, or unconsclous, incendiaries, 
would have to be sweeping in its nature 
and almost superhuman in its discrimina- 
tions. A good many fires are attributable 
to the recklessness of smokers. The man 
who strikes a match to light the gas and 
disposes of the burning 
match, is in the same class with them.

That female attendant, after re- 
quiring an oath for her secrecy, produced 
two chamberlains who furnished unques- 
tionapble proof to the general of the infi- 
The youth made a hasty 
save himself, but again 
the tears of Antonina and her artful seduc- 
tions assured the credulous hero of her in- 
necence; and he stopped against his faith 
and judgment to abandon those imprudent 
advisers who had presumed to accuse or 
doubt the chastity of his wife. 

Then came another evidence that the re- 
venge of a guilty woman is implacable and 
bloody. The unfortunate Macedonia, with 
the two witnesses, were secretly arrested, 
their tongues were cut out, their bodies, were 
hacked into small pieces and their remains 
were cast into the Sea of Syracuse. 

Belisarius dfed in 565 A. D. Gibbon dis- 
putes the story of his eyes having been put 
out ‘and also the bag and rope story. He 
atso asserts the general had most of his 
fortune restored to him eight months be- 
fore his death, but goes no further, giving 
no cause for his death. He also notes that 
later reformed and spent her for- 
tune in the foundation of a convent, but 
the historian gives no date of either’s death.

No, she would resent this insult to 
the descendants of the men of the old 
south. In the old south men and wom- 
en alike enjoyed freedom and equality. 

Women did not ask for rights when 
their privileges far exceeded any rights 
that men could bestow. That we haven't 
those rights today is our own fault and 
not the fault of the men. Woman must 
get back to her rightful place where 
she commands the respect, the confi- 
dence, the love and the admiration of 
the man. Honor and reverence will be 
the result and all the rights of the 
world will be ours, and that, too, with- 
out asking for the ballot. The old 
south put woman on a pedestal and 
men worshiped at her shrine. Will the 
south of today place woman at the 
polls for men to knock about with 
scorn and derision? You say the wom- 
en of the west have suffrage, and it is 
managed all right. Her answer would 
be, if I lived in the west, or the north- 
west, or the north or the east, possibly 
I would ask for votes, too. Their prob- 
lem {s with that foreign immigration, 
which ts socialistic in nature, and they 
are fighting for a new constitution that 
will leave states rights out and a gov- 
ernment that will tend to monrachy. 
Our negroes in the south have Kept In 
large measure this foreign element out 
and our problem is quite a different 
one. No other section needs to meet 
it. We are still fighting for states 
rights, and are we going to let the west 
dictate to us its policy? Woman suf- 
frage in the south !s one of thelr 
schemes to overthrow our doctrine of 
states rights. Beware of the progress- 
ive party, beware of Roosevelt, Bever- 
idge and the like. Then you say, our 
grandmothers would advise us not to 
enter politics. They certainly would, 
and the ballot is politics. The politics 
of today oftenest means bribery and 
dirty work humillating to the men. 
What would it be to woman of pure 
and lofty Ideals. I think, however, our 
grandmothers would like to have a 
word or two to to us. 

She would say the men back to 
ideals taught vou by the men of 
the old south and put woman where 
she rightfully belonys and in your 
heart and in your home. If your sweet- 
heart, young men, does not measure to 
the standard your grandmothers gave 
you, she !s not worthy to be your wife. 
She will have this to say to the women.

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REFORM OF CURRENCY 
TO AID RURAL BANKS 


Washington, August 2.—In a circular 
letter to country bankers issued today, 
Chairman Owen, of the senate banking 
committee, enumerated what he consid- 
ered to be the advantages to them of 
the Glass-Owen currency bill and stat- 
ed that it would relieve the banking 
business from the control of a half 
dozen “very ambitious gentlemen who 
could today shake this country to its 
foundation by panics whenever they 
pleased. 

"If an exhaustive investigation were 
made of the panic of 1907 to ascertain 
who were the beneficiaries of that 
panic, this country would learn a 
much needed lesson in finance,” said he. 

After an array of figures, Senator 
Owen reached the conclusion in his let- 
ter that the net result to the average 
$100,000 bank would be a substantial 
gain over the present system of ap- 
proximately $3,000 a year, or three per 
cent on its capital. He declared an- 
other advantage of ehe bill would be 
to permit country banks to lend half 
their time deposits, or a fourth of their 
capital and surplus on farm loans. 

“I should be in favor also,’ said he, 
“of giving them other advantages 
which we can do more intelligently 
when we codify the national bank act 
next winter.”

Here are some simple bodily exer- 
cises that will aid any woman to se- 
cure a proper balance and control 
of her body: 

Stand firmly on both legs. Change 
weight, making right leg the strong 
one.

You are now in hetmonic bal- 
ance, By inclining the body to the 
right you become awkward and if this 
is continued in you wil? probably fall;

ercise the value of balance and sq be- 
gin to learn to stand correctly.
